hearof; yea, guilry of much of -rhe confufions in 
this Nation,theſe fourrcen years, by a moſt unrea- 
ſonable breaking the peace withitheir Brethren, by 
their rigour ro them ; which would have been ſo 
fierce, that they mult have left their Country be- 
cauſe of them , as well as formerly becauſe of rhe 
Biſhops 3 thar party alſo neceſſitating the Army 
ro ſtand upon guard,and do whar they did,to pre- 
vent their driving them our of the Nation , after 
that their blood had helped ro do the work': theſe 
things in them were unchriſtian,and a deep offence 
to Chriſt 3 eſpecially in thoſe who came new out 
of their ſfinful-conformiry , of which, had they re- 
pented, they would not have been ſo high againſt 
their brethren 3 who though in number fewer, yer 
in uprightneſs and grace (through Chriſt) were 
their equals. And as the Breach was begun by them, 
ſo *ris continued by their fault,and want of render- 
-neſs to bear with thoſe thar differ in ſmall things 
from them, 1 defirc nor to uncover thenakedneſs of 


any, only I dcfire that they may be dayly humbled

. new Feruſalem (i.c,) Reformed Churches, be firred

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' As the peoples parting with their power, was the
